Mrs. Wright also transiated from the
French the pamphlet written by Henrt
Dunant, which caused the orilgin of the
Red Cross socletles not only In Europe
but all over the world. This transiation
has n foreword written by ex-President
Willlam H. Taft.

In 1913, Mrs. Wright sent out 800
caples of an appenl to the FProtestant
Episcopn! Conventlon to have a prayer
for kindness to dumb animals Included in
the Litany of that Church.

For this appeal she recelved letters of
approval from 30 Bishops of the Church.
She was also instrumental in obtalning
upward of 10,000 names to petitlons to
Prestdent Wilson and Secretary of War
Garrison In favor of the Penn Memorial
Bridge to connect this city with Camden.

She Is survived by her hushand,
